This office action is responsive to communications filed 04/14/2005. 
Claims 1 - 6 are pending. 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification lacks proper section headings such as Introduction, Summary of Invention, 
Brief Description of Drawings, etc. See MPEP 608.01(a). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Thiltgen (US 5,036,875). 

• Thiltgen discloses a valve mechanism (Figs. 1- 8) including a moveable valve 
member (74), spring means (80) resiliently biasing the moveable member towards a first 
position i.e. closed position and linkage means (See Figs. 2-4) retaining the moveable 
member in a second position i.e. open position including a chemically sensitive device 
(90) which is arranged to release in the presence of a contaminant. The chemically 
sensitive means comprises an elongate member having at least one end near (98) 
whose surface is frictionally engaged by a cooperating member of the mechanism and 
is adapted to be chemically degraded by the contaminant so that the frictional 
engagement is lost. 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. ' Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Thiltgen (US 5,036,875). 

Thiltgen discloses the claimed invention with the exception of explicitly disclosing 
the moveable member to comprise a butterfly that is rotatably mounted in a conduit. 

Thiltgen discloses the moveable member to be a rotatably disposed flapper that 
is configured to close the conduit when the chemically sensitive device is actuated. To 
replace the pivoted flapper with a pivoted butterfly is a design expedient over those 
features disclosed in Thiltgen in that it neither solves any stated problem nor provides 
any new and/or unexpected result. The rotatably disposed flapper in Thiltgen is equally 
effective in shutting of the flow under desired conditions and would be equally effective 
with a butterfly valve. 

The linkage means comprises a crank (Figs. 2-4) connected to the rotatable 
mountings of the valve member (74) and tension spring (80) connecting the crank arm 
to affixed point so as to bias it to the closed position, the chemically sensitive device 
being arranged to retain the crank in the open position. 

6. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure.
